DVANTAGES which the defendant possesses over the prosecution, in present- 
day American criminal procedure, are ligted by Chancellor Hadley as follows: 
(1) Defendant may insist on speedy trial; state tnay not. 
(2) Defendant must be advised as to charge; state not advised as to defense. 
(3) Defendant may change his defense; state may ndt amend indictment. 
(4) ' Defendant must see names of state’s witnesses; state may not see names of 
defendant’s witnesses. “ 

(5) Defendant has right to hear state’s case in preliminary hearing: state may 
not require defense to be shown. 

(6) Defendant has right to disqualify examining magistrate; state has not. 

(7) Defendant may challenge grand jury members; state may not. 

(8) Defendant may ask change of venue to another county on ground of public 
prejudice; state may not. 
(9) Defendant may disqualify trial judge; state may not. 

(10) Defendant has two peremptory challenges of trial jury to state’s one. 

(11) Defendant may have as many lawyers as he can hire; state (in some states) 
may not have special counsel. 

(12) Defendant's counsel may comment on failure of any state witness to testify; 
state may not comment,on defendant's failure to testify. 

(13) Defendant may be cross-examined only as to matter of his direct testimony; 
State’s witnesses may be cross-examined ‘on any ground, and impeached. 

(14) Defendant may take depositions of witnesses; state (in most states) may not. 

(15) Defendant may use record of preliminary hearing or Coroner’ s inquest testi- 
mony; state may hot. ae 

(16) Defendant is presumed to be innocent, and may be acquitted on reasonable 
doubt as to criminal intent, even when act is proved; state must prove guilt beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 

(17) Defendant pleading insanity is required to show it not beyond reasonable 
doubt, but only by preponderance of testimony. 

(18) Defendant has right to appeal as to testimony and rulings; state has not. 

(19) Defendant may plead jeopardy if state’s case has once failed through ab- 
sence of a witness; state may not show previous crimes of defendant unless he 
testifies. | 

(20) Defendant may appeal conviction, but state may not appeal from acquittal, | 
even if acquittal has been obtained by bribery or perjury. | 

(21) Defendant may make state pay costs of his appeal; state cannot collect costs 
of prosecution from defendant even when convicted. 

(22) Juries are final arbiters of both law and fact in several states, and in only 
15 states may the judge comment or advise jury on evidence. 

(23) Defendant may obtain reversal of conviction on warious grounds, but state 
may not ask that punishment be increased. ¥ 

(24) Appellate courts usually construe any error by trial court as prejudicial 
to defendant's rights. 

(25) Defendant whose conviction is confirmed on appeal may plead that he has 
become insane since conviction, necessitating new hearing on this issue; state can- 
not ask reopening of a case on ground that defendant has regained his sanity. 

(26) Defendant, if all other resources fail, may ask Governor or pardoning board 


for release or reduction of sentence.

When the police first searched the roadside 
where Mrs. Bauer was found they were un- 
able to discover any shells, but when search 
was made a day or two later two 25-caliber 
shells were found. j 

At first it was thought that robbery might 
have been the motive, as Walter Bauer, when 
he came from the factory and found his wife's 
body at the morgue, remarked at once the ab- 
sence of her rings, but these, were found later 
where she had left them at home. 

When Bauer reached home he vowed that 


if the slayer was caught he would strangle 


him with his own hands. On being taken to 
the morgue to view the body he swooned and 
had to be attended by a physician. Now he 
roams the island looking for the murderer. 

Those who are inclined to attribute the 
crime to a maniac recall the unsolved mur- 
ders of Irene Blandino and Bessie McMahon 
of Jersey City, near South Beach, Staten 
Island, last April. Their\ throats were cut 
and they were thrown from automobiles. And 
near the spot where Mrs. Bauer was found 
the nude body of a boy was found hanging 
a year ago and this crime has never been 
explained. 

Since the crime, distances have been Measé- 
ured and it has been found that from the 
intersection of Merrill and South avenues, 
where Mrs. Bauer entered the sedan, to the 
point where she was found dying is just four- 
tenths of a mile. From where she left her 
mired machine to the intersection of Merrill 
and South avenues is only about 1000 feet, 
so that within such a short distance and 
within such a short time did tragedy come 
into the Bauer family, taking the wife and 
mother who had no thought of danger to her- 
self when she started for help to extricate 
her machine. 

It is the belief, of Capt. Arthur Carey, head 
of the homicide squad at headquarters, that 
fear of apprehension caused the killiag and 
that it was done either by an fnmigrant of 
the racial type that does not hestitate to kill 
tc cover up a robbery or other crime, or by a 
map of established reputation, name and fam- 
ily, who, failing in an attack on Mrs. Bauer, 
killed her to save his name and reputation 

and to prevent his disgrace and punishment. 
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Prospect of Solution Small 
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As the days pass the prospect for a solt- 
tion of the mystery and punishment of the 
murderer diminishes. The investigators 
frankly say they are just where they started 
and District Attorney Fach says: “After 
running down every clew, I am forced to the 
conclusion that no arrest is possible im the 
near future and I greatly fear the case will 
go down among the unsolved murders Of New 
York.”

One of the biggest problems facing the 
soidier-policeman was the curbing of the ac- 
tivities of gangs of robbers who enjoyed their 
most prosperous vear in the city during 1923 
in the years report, robberies and larcenies 
reached a total of 6989, of which 1945 were 
classed as forcible entry into heres and 
stores, and 4120 arrested for those ‘thefts 

The exact number of highway robberies is 
not given, omitted either by carefui intent. or 
carelessness, but police officials admit that 
about one-half of the total robberies were 
hold-ups. This would make the total of 
highway robberies about 3599 for the year, 
or an average of more than eight every day.

—The fateful telegram and 
the still more portentous let- 
ter — Terms of endearment 
written by a woman seemed to 
make a perfect case for the di- 
vorce court—What the writer 
revealed to the lawyer—How 
the tangle was unraveled :: 


T was almost a domestic tragedy, 

~ but now it is an opera. Thus does 

genius transmute the basest metal 

to gold. In this instance the al- 

chemist is none other than Richard 

Strauss, greatest of living compos- 

ers, Whose latest work, soon to be 

staged and sung at the Vienna Opera 

House, is based on a remarkable incident 

in the composer’s own life—an event which 

came perilously near dragging him into the 
divorce court, 

Those who know Richard Strauss are 
well aware that this would have been a 
crushing tragedy for this man of musig¢, 
who has always prided himself on the hap- 
piness of his domestic relations. 

One can imagine, then, what a shock it 
must have been to a man of this type, 
strong in the consciousness of constancy, 
when, on a fateful night a few years ago, 
many miles away from his Munich home, 
a telegram was slipped into his hand whijle 
he was playing a game of ecards with 
friends. On opening it he was astounded 
to read that divorce proceedings against 
him had been instituted. Without wasting 
time on explanations to ‘his friends, he 
rushed out into the night and hurried*to the railroad 
station. He sent a telegram to his wife, then sup- 
posed to be in Berlin, and he followed in person on 
sons first train that pulled out for the German cap- 
ita 

In Berlin a taxieab dash for the hotel where Mrs. 
Strauss had been stopping. She was no longer there. 
The clerk said she had checked out and departed 
hurriedly and apparently. greatly agitated. 

Nor was Mrs. Strauss to be found at their home in 
Munich or at their summer retreat at Garmisch, in 
gar sag Bavaria.

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Though not interested in this particular rob- 
bery, Mr. Pinkerton had mentally jotted down the 
intimacy of Jack Denton with this class of people; 
and he recalled it now in connection with the fact 
that Jack Denton was one of the two gamblers to 
whom Pollock had exposed his diamonds at the 
pawnshop in Omaha. 

He at once decided to secure definite informa- 
tion in regard to the boy who had been with Denton 
in Salt Lake three years earlier. Proceeding im- 
mediately to Salt Lake City, and making cautious 
inquiries, he learned that the boy in question, since 
he first heard of him, had been arrested and <con- 
victed of robbery at Ogden, Utah, and sentenced to 
one year’s term in the penitentiary. 

An investigation at the penitentiary . disclosed 
that the young man had given the name of James 
Burke, had served out his sentence under that name 
and had been released about one month previous to 
the Pollock robbery. 

Denton, in the meantime, had left Salt Lake and 
gone to Omaha, there to make his home. The boy, 
Burke, argued the deteetive, had naturally followed 
his friend to that place. An accurate description 
of. Burke was got from the records of the Utah 
Penitentiary, and some idea of him and his friends 
was derived from the officials of the prison. But 
where to find him in the whole great West was a 
question. 

Inquiries at Salt Lake developed the/’further fact 
that Burke had had one intimate friend there, a 
manynamed Marshall P. Hooker. Hooker had 
now, however, left Salt Lake and removed to 
Denver. For a man of his class, Hooker was un- 
usually talkative, and was known by crooks 
throughout the country as “Windy” Hooker. Pians 
were made for keeping a watch on him and on Jack 
Denton, in the hope, by shadowing the movements 
of these two, of ultimately locating Burke. 

Through the free talk of Hooker, reported back 
to the detective, it was soon learned that Burke 
was known by the alias of “Kid’’ McCoy, and that 
he had recently been operating on the Pacific 
coast in “holding up” faro banks, and had also been 
concerned in two large robberies, one at Lincoln, 
Neb., and the other at Sacramento, Cal. His where- 
abouts at that time, however, was unknown. 

Much time had now elapsed since the robbery, 
and the sensation caused by it had died out. Jack 
Denton and his friends seldom spoke of it, and 
Hooker never spoke of it unless the subject was in- 
troduced to him. Both men were extremely shy of 
strangers, and it was almost impossible for a de- 
tective to draw them out, as anybody who intro- 
duced the subject of the ropbery was at once looked 
upon with suspicion. For the purpose of creating 
further talk upon the subject, Mr. Pinkerton 
caused to be inserted in the Omaha papers an ad- 
vertisement, as follows: 

“Five hundred dollars will be paid for any in- 
formation leading up to the identification of the 
party who robbed William G. Pollock on the Sioux 
City & Pacific train, Nov. 4, 1892. 

"WILLIAM A. PINKERTON, 
“Paxton House, Omaha, Neb.” 

This at once attracted the attention of the local 
newspaper men, and when Mr. Pinkerton arrived 
in Omaha he was interviewed by all the papers in 
the city in regard to the robbery. Thus interest in 
the robbery was at once renewed. Denton and the 
other persons under suspicion commenced taiking 
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of the matter again, none more freely than Hooker. 

The latter was then in Denver. Mr. Pinkerton 
instructed James MaPariland, Denver superintendent 
of the Pinkerton agency, to send for him and say 
to him that he had understood that he (Hooker) 
could throw some light on the robbery, and that a 
large sum of money would be paid to him for the 
information he gave. Mr. Pinkerton explained to 
Mr. McParland that Hooker would lie to him and 
endeavor to get the money by giving him false in- 
formation, but to listen patiently to what he had 
to say and lead him on as far as possible without 
giving him any money. This done, Mr. Pinkerton 
further predicted that Hooker would go back to his 
cronies and boast of the way he was fooling Pink- 
erton and how much money he expected to get; and 
that eventually, through his boasting, he would 
prove the means of locating Burke, alias McCoy. 

And so, precisely, it fell out. Some of Hooker's 
companions were Pinkerton detectives, although 
Hooker did not know them as such, and they in 
time reported back that Burke was really the Pol- 
lock robber; that after committing the robbery he 
had gone back to Omaha, and from there had gone 
to Denver. From Denver he went to Salt Lake 
and visited a prisoner in the Salt Lake Peniten 
tiary with whom he was intimate, gave this prisoner 
somé money, and went from Salt Lake west to the 
Pacific coast. 

Mr. Pinkerton next instructed that the record be 
examined for daring “hold-ups’”’ that might have oc- 
curred in the country lately traversed by Burke. 

It was then found that a faro bank at Colorado 
City, a small place between Manitou Springs and 
Colorado Springs, had been entered late at night 
by a masked robber, who compelled the dealer and 
other persons to hold up their hands, took the 
money in the drawer, and escaped; that later on a 
similar robbery had been perpetrated at San Ber- 
nardino, Cat+--that later still the poolrooms of 
James Malone, a hoted gambler at Tacoma, Wash., 
had been treated in the same manner; and, finally, 
that a pane of glass in a jewelry store at Sacra- 
mento had been broken in and a tray of diamonds 
snatched from the window by a daring thief. And 
all of these deeds, Mr. Pinkerton learned ultimate- 
ly, through Hooker’s talk, had been done by Burke.

Then she led an 
expedition to the almost unknown coast of Asir, in 
Lower Arabia, and quite recently went to Morocco, 
where she talked with the famous bandit chief, 
Raisuli, being the first white woman to interview 
him. These are some of the bigger achievements 
in a career which has been filled with travels all 
over the world, including India, where she became 
an expert tiger shot; Australia, Africa, Japan and 
China. Im 1911 she married Maj. Ronald Forbes of 
Scotland; during part of the World War drove an 
ambulance im France, and in 1917 made a trip 
around the world. Im 1919 she journeyed from Mo- 
rocco to Tripoli by camel, and witnessed the Jerusa- 
lem riots of 1920.

HERE is probab!ly just one 
man in all the world who 
could be certain of identi- 
fying your body after you 
are dead. That man is your 
dentist. 

Your face, the height or 
shape of your body. the color of your 
eres or hair—none of these can be relied 
upon for identification. In a corpse that 
has been burned or drowned all these 
features may have changed or may be 
n_readable. Other people may resem- 
ble you in these superficial character- 
istics. Many human doubles are diffi- 
eult to distinguish from one another 
even during life, let alone after they are 
cead.

sure a means of identification. When @ 
dead body has been burned or dismem- 
bered or submerged for a long time in 
water, €he finger prints are often no 
longer legible. Furthermore, few per- 
sons, outside the criminal classes, have 
had their finger prints recorded. If an 
orfinary man disappears and if a body 
that may be his is found somewhere 
later on, it is seldom that an authentic 
set of finger prints can be obtained as 
an aid to identification. 

This is why more and more attention 
is being paid by criminologists to the 
possibility of identification, im such 
cases, by means of teeth. ‘“‘Tooth prints” 
instead of finger prints may be our 
chief reliance in the not far distant fu- 
ture. 

The occasional use of such identifica- 
tion by the teeth is nothing new in 
criminology. The first case that I know 
of in which is was used was the famous 
murder of Dr. George Parkman of Bos- 
ton by Prof. John W. Webster, a case 
that greatly agitated all of New En- 
gland in the year 1849. 

Prof. Webster was a distinguished 
scientist, a teacher of chemistry and 
mineralogy in Harvard College. Then, 
as, now, the salaries of scientific men 
were low, and Prof. Webster was in 
debt. To stave off some threatening 
financial misfortune he borrowed, on 
one occasion, the sum of $2400 from 
Dr. Parkman, a well-known physician 
of Boston. He gave as security a mort- 
gage on a valuable collection of mimer- 
als which he owned. 


But money troubles continued to 
harass the unhappy professor. In a 
short time an additional loan was nec- 
essary. Yielding, as many a worse man 
has done, to the pressure of necessity, 
Prof. Webster borrowed more money 
from a Mr. Shaw. a friend of both Park- 
man and himself, giving for a second 
time a mortgage on the same collection

Some inkling of the pro- 
fessor’s financial reia- 
tions leaked out. - Suspi- 
cion directed itself to the 
unfortunate chemist. <A 
janitor in the chemical 
laboratory, whose feel- 
ings toward the professor 
seem never to have been 
too kindly (he said the 


prefessor “had never 
given him a single pres- 
ent im all the seven years 
he had worked at the col- 
lege”) broke into the vault underneath 
the laboratory and found some frag- 
ments of a human form. 

There was, however, no actual evi- 
dence that these fragments belonged to 
the body of the missing Parkman. Stu- 
dents of medicine used the laboratory 
as well as students of chemistry. (The 
famoud Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
author of “The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Tabie,” occupied a lecture room in 
the building.) The grisly fragments 
that the janitor found might come from 
the dissecting room, not from the locus 
of a crime. ? 

That this. in fact, was not their 
source, that they were verily the last 
mortal remains of Dr. Parkman, was de- 
termined by the teeth. ~ 

These teeth were not found in the 
vault nor in the tea chest. Bat the dis- 
coveries in those places induced the po- 
lice to make a full search of the labora- 
tory. In the ashes imside the assay 
furnace the teeth were found. The po- 
lice took them for examination to a Dr. 
Keep, then a well-known dentist in the’ 
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city. He recognized them instantly. He | 
had made them himself. They were, he) 
swore, the teeth of Parkman. 


Essentially the case was over. Web- 
ster was arrested, tried and conricted. 
Before his execution he confessed. Bat 
for one bit of neglect he might never 
have been tried at all. He neglected to 
pulverize the teeth. 


In this instance the teeth that figured 
in the case were false ones, but the 
identification could have been made just 
as easily from real teeth, provided, of 
course, that Parkman had been equally 
a patient of Dr. Keep.
